■elvea are short of horses, and will 
hare to bay, and the demand for 
them in all kinds of business is 
iuereaiiug, and in towns and cit- 
ies for pleasure purposes the de- 
mand continues. Europeans are 
oym here also at all our large pub- 
lic sales buying them. 

A bright farmer is always look- 
ing in advance to see what the 
market demands, what he can 
raise at the greatest profits, 
hie eyes are now open he must 
clearly that in no field is there 
more hope for profit than in rais- 
ing good horses. To do this he 
must use good stallions as well as 
good mares.

ble what he is worth. 

The time is now ripe for taking 
up this matter. The breeding sea- 
son is at band and action must be 
taken at once or a new lot of scrub 
colts will be brought into th<- 
world, wanted by no one, and not 
bringing enough to pay for the 
cost of raising. A good horse wit 
always sell. There is money ii 
raising such. The spring, right 
now, is the time to begin the good 
work. — Elizabethtown News.
